Dr. .Cook, in/Copen- 
hagen, announced that he liaid'defi- 
nitely,, arranged topsail tomorrow.on 
the-Oscar IL for New York city-. Com- 
mander Peary, .according to 
frag- 


mentary wireless reports, is still de- 
layed, at Battle - Harbor, 
Labrador, 


probably either awaiting the comple- 
tion 'of repairs to the Roosevelt, or 
the"arrival of coal.

1 Peary's figures' of his return jour- 
ney from the North Pole are ths best 
evidence yet offered'In favor of Cook's 
claim to have reached that spot. The 
record of between twenty-flve and 
twenty-eight miles, a day is more than 
ever before "covered in an Arctic jour- 
ney. 
The element of speed .was one 


of the chief points urged against the 
credibility of Cook's achievement, and 
this now mus^be eliminated from any 
criticism made of his journey. 


What the'corroborative data are on 


which the two explorers base their 
position is, still withhold—from Cook 
because of his determination to bide 
his own time in presenting bis evi- 
dence, and from Peary because he is 
still beyond'the range or ready com- 
munication, and of detailed knowledge 
of the various claims and conflicts. 


Dr. Coolt appeared Thursday at a 


high official function. The University 
of Copenhagen conferred upon him the 
degree of Scl. D, (doctor of science), 
thereby recognizing, it Is pointed out 
by his friends, in an Important official 
manner, his claim to the discovery of 
the Pole; Cook has cancelled his en- 


• gagement to lecture before the Geo- 
graphical society of Brussels and .will 
reach New York about Sept. 20 or 21.

Dr. Cook's plan to send a ship from 


Copenhagen to Greenland to bring 
back to civilization his two Eskimo 
companions oh his exploration trip 
cannot be,carried out until next year, 
for Danish officials have informed him 
that It is nowitoo late In the season 
for a trip to Etah. The expedition, it 
is stated, will be made early next 
spring. .

Dewey Thinks'Both Men, Won 


Hot Springs,. Va., Sept. 10.—"I 


have no doubt it will be found that 
both Peary arid Cook reached the goal 
of their great ambition," commented 
Admiral Dewey; who is spending the 
summer here. 


"In view of the regrettable contro- 


versy that has arisen In the matter," 
said the admiral, "I have nothing to 
say regarding the merits or demerits 
of the respective claims of the two ex- 
plorers. In the meantime 1 prefer to 
believe that the claims of each 
of 


these distinguished Americans Is true. 
Their achievements In the past are 
so great that It does not seem possible 
that either of them would risk his 
reputation in a falsehoold. Anyway, 
the records of their astronomical ob- 
servation will tell their own story." 


Right About Face 


.London, Sept. 10.—The Immediate 


effect of the publication of Peary's 
brief account of his Journey here Is 
a certain revulsion of feeling In favor 
of Dr. Cook, and the adoption of a 
more judicial and impartial attitude 
toward both explorers. 


One of the chief reasons for the re- 


action in Cook's favor Is the unex- 
plained swiftness of Peary's sledge 
journey to and from the Pole.

Is regarded as having disposed of one 
of the strongest arguments against the 
probability of Cook's feat and has 
placed the 
jtosslbililles 
of 
Arctic 


travel, in an entirely new light. 


Comment is made on the fact that 


Cook does not mention meeting with 
open' water, which would retard his 
journey to the Pole. Ono of die lead- 
ing British medical journals points 
out that, according to the usual Idea, 
microscopical examination of water 
to detect the presence of algae in the 
sea,, such as 
Cook .records having 


done, would be practically Impossible, 
because the water would freeze un- 
der examination.

The general opinion is that little of 
convincing character will be ob- 


tained by an examination of the Eski- 
mos, and that evidence of real value 
will be secured only by an expert com-' 
parison of the two men's records of 
sclentillc observations.

THE COCKET WRITERS. 


What Happened When England Abo! 


ishcd Thoir OrTices. 


I-i the long room of the London cus- 
om house years ago were twelve offl- 
'ers styled "cocket writers." 
Tliey 


vrote certificates "that goods had been 
luly entered and the duties paid. They 
were also known as patent officers be- 
ause appointed for life by letters pat- 
ut from the crown. 
Their .salaries 


•ere nominal. f(50 a year, but they, 
•ere permitted to remunerate tiiem- 
elves by extorting fees from the mer- 
chants—fees which In some cases 
amounted to a thousand pounds a 
year. In 1S51 the treasury determined 
to abolish patent offices and called 
upon the twelve cocket writers to fur- 
nish a statement of their emoluments. 
The officers, Ignorant of the treasury's 
purpose, imagined that . the. govern- 
ment intended to Impose ah income 
tax. Ten of the writers, therefore, re- 
turned a statement which understated 
their fees by scvewil hundred pounds. 
-The' other two furnished ah. honest 
statement. 
In a few days ten clerks j 


were surprised and disgusted nnd two' 
clerks were astonished, but pleased. 
The treasury notified the cocket writ- 
ers that their otDcea would be abol- 
ished and thnt they would lie compen- 
sated by pensions rated according, to 
the returns they had themselves fur- 
nlahed.. There were! gnashing of teeth 
and broad smiles in, the long room. 
One of the two b«uest cocftet writers 
enjoyed his pension for fifty-two years, 
during which tl»e the treasury paid 
him £52,000.

more than a quarter of a century. 
At Ardeii he was never so happy as 
when he bad an automobile load of 
little ones aud was spinning about the 
countryside. To them be was not the 
cold business machine known to the 
world. He was "Pop" Ha'rrimao, their 
comrade nud friend. 
Perhaps he was 


so unreserved with tbe children be- 
cause they did not ask him leading 
questions and try to take away his 
money. In the country he was as God 
made him. In business be was as Wall 
street made blm. There Is a differ- 
ence here, one that wfll appear greater 
the more it Is contemplated. 


Great Constructive Genius, 


The best two things about .Mr. Har-' 


rimnn were that he' was constructive 
and had a national view of things. lie 
wns not alone a stock manipulator, 
but a builder. History must give him, 
:bis credit. It is quesliouable if wo 
have had any greater railroad builel- 
ers than he. The mauuer lu which be 
:ook the rundown aud bankrupt Union 
Pacific, went over tbe ground and saw 
the business there was for the line, 
coupled with tho subsequent courage 
aud energy he displayed hi pom-ing 
luudreds of millions Into straighten- 
ng nnd Improving the road, showed a 
constructive genius of the first order, 
tutblcss he might have been, yet the 
fact that be did things, and big' thlugs 
at that, must be told to his praise. 
The story of bridging Orent Salt lake 
ind draining the Sulton sea is not one 
that could bo told of every mnn, noi 
even of every railroad king. He toucher' 
most of the properties that came un- 
der Ills control only to build them up. 
)vorcapitallze he probably did, al- 
:hough he called It capitalizing tho fu 
tare. 
Used "Wall street methods, some 


of them of n doubtful klxd—with this 
his enemies charged him. Aud Harrl- 
nan had enemies, bitter nud big ones, 
with Theodore Roosevelt, ei'-prcsideut 
of the United States, at their head. It 
s perfectly true that iii the world of 
men he had more foes that bated hiui 
than friends that loved him. Yet when 
this Is said we cannot forget those 
cast side boys In .New York nor those 
shouting children nt Ardeu.

that loves n child and is loved by it in 
return cannot be all bad. 


Harriman's 
national 
vision 
was 


shown 
lu manifold -ways. 
Though 


born near New York clly and living 
Iu or about it all his life, he did not 
have the New Yorl; viewpoint. ITe 
saw America from the angle of the 
Pacific coast nud of the central west, 
as well as of the- cast.
